WASHINGTON, D.C. — Two noted attorneys, a medical scientist, 
and a Pulitzer Prize-winning historian will receive Alumni Achieve¬ 
ment Awards from The George Washington University at winter 
convocation ceremonies February 18, 197^, at the DAR Constitution 
Hall. 

The four recipients of the award, presented by the University's 
General Alumni Association are: 

Paul F. Hannah , a fellow of the American Bar Association and a 
member of the ABA House of Delegates. Hannah, who is chairman of 
the ABA's Environmental Law Committee and a member of the Standing 
Committee on Professional Career Development, served as director 
of the law association's New England Council. He received his LL.B. 
degree from the University in 1933, and is a member of the Phi Delta 
Phi and Order of the Coif legal honoraries. He currently is a 
senior partner in the firm of Gadsby and Hannah in Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Michael G. Kammen , Cornell University’s Newton C. Farr 
Professor of American History and Culture, and winner of the 1973 
Pulitzer Prize in American History for his book. People of Paradox : 
An Inquiry Concerning the Origins of American Civilization .

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After graduation from GW's Columbian College of Arts and Sciences 
in 1958, Kammen earned master's and doctoral degrees at Harvard 
University, he has been a fellow of the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, and serves on the American Society of Legal History's 
board of directors. Kammen is the author of several books on the 
American colonial period, and holds membership in many educational 
and historical societies. 

— J ^ Jt-.Moloney,, associate scientific director for viral 
oncology and chairman of the special virus cancer program at the 
National Cancer Institute. Dr. Moloney received his M.S. degree 
from The George Washington University in 1953 and his Ph.D. in 1959. 
Moloney's research has centered on the possible role of viruses in 
the etiology of human tumors, particularly the leukemias, and the 
study of possible cancer-causing viruses. He is best known for his 
isolation of what is known as the 'Moloney virus'-, believed to be 
one of the first links in discovering a viral cause for cancer. 

Moloney has authored or co-authored more than 50 articles in various 
scientific journals. 

Dr^.Miriam_T_._Rooney, international jurist and first dean of 
the Seton Hall University School of Law. Dr. Rooney received her 
J.D. degree from The George Washington University in 19^2, and was 
the first woman appointed to the faculty of the Catholic University 
of America's Law School. Known throughout the world as an expert 
in international law, she served as assistant to the legal advisor 
in the State Department for 20 years, and has received numerous 
law awards, including the P^ Urbls ex Jure award, naming her one 
of the world’s six most outstanding women jurists. Dr. Rooney

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served in Vietnam as Senior Lecturer in Law under the Fulbright- 
Hays program from 1965-68 and is active as a member of the World 
Peace through Law delegation at the United Nations. Currently she 
is advisor in international law to the delegation of the Holy See 
for the Third United Nations Conference on the Law of the Sea.
